LIBRARY SERVICE - COFFEE, 
CONECUH, COVINGTON, 
CRENSHAW, AND 
GENEVA COUNTIES 


Readers in the Cross ‘rails 
Regional Library System will 
have more new books this year 
than previously. The Alabama 
Public ‘Library Service has 
informed Cross Trails officials 
that the region will receive 
$12,000.00 for books this year. 
It received $8,000.00 from AP- 
LS last year for books. Mrs. 
Elizabeth P. Beamguard is di- 
rector of the Alabama Public 
Library Service. The Cross 
Trails Regional Library Ser- 
vice is composed of Conecuh, 
Coffee, Covington, Crenshaw 
and Geneva Counties. 

Circulation for the library 
region reached an all time 
height during the 1961-62 fis- 
eal year with a circulation of 
1,341,458. Of this amount 1,- 
134,107 books were read by 
children and 207,351 by adults. 

In addition to state assist- 
ance the library region is fin- 
anced by the following sources. 
Coffee County $6,060.00, City 
of Elba $710; City of Enter- 
prise $1,080.00; Covington 
County $9,178.25, City of Opp, 
$700.00; City of Florala, $315.; 
Crenshaw County $4,400.00; 
City of Luverne $710.00; Town 
of Brantley, $266.00; Town of 
Samson, $290.00; Town of Hart- 
ford, $312.00; Conecuh County, 
$4,440.00 and the City of Ever- 
green, $1,720.00. The Library 
Services Act will provide 
$4,565.72 of the .region’s oper- 
ating expenses this year. 

The library operates two 
bookmobiles and one station 
wagon serving 133 communi- 
ties, 11 public libraries, 83 
public schools, 2 hospitals, and 
making 57 house stops. In ad- 
dition to books, the service 
lends filmstrips, magazines, re- 
cordings and audio-visual e- 


quipment.

100 YEARS AGO 


“SASSAFRAS, POT | LIKKER” 


As President Davis moved 
his government from Montgom 
ery to Richmond in May, 1861, 
he warned the people to pre- 
pare for a “long, hard war 
with unmerciful reverses,” Lit- 
tle more than a year later, Oc 
tober, 1862, his forecast was 
history. There had been re- 
verses at Antietam and Perry- 
ville, but nowhere was the “un- 
merciful” war more’ apparant 
than on the home front. Scar- 
cities of every kind existed 
and tens of thousands of the 
members of soldier's families 
faced starvation. 

In this behind the 
struggle, the women of the 
Confederacy played a major 
role. The privations and suffer 
ings of the brave women of 
the South are hard to describe. 
As one officer declared, after 
the war: “But for the women 
of the seceding states ... the 
war would have been waged 
more feebly, been soon ended 
and far more easily forgotten.” 

Support among women rang- 
ed from raising money to build 
Confederate gunboats to do- 
nating their long hair to be 
sold in Europe to aid the Con- 
federacy. Mobile’s Miss Kate 
Cumming nursed in the Con- 
federate Army of Tennessee 
for four long years. While nur- 
sing, she delivered pep talks 
to Confederate officers and 
men, boosting their morals for 
other battles. 

Producing and _ preserving 
food became major responsibi- 
ties of women. Many foods, 
once used only by the poor, 
began to appear on all tables. 
Sassafras tea became an ac- 
cepted beverage. Vegetable 
dishes combining beans and 
corn, tomatoes and okra, and 
black-eyed peas and rice in- 
creased. ‘“Potlikker”—the juice 
of cooked vegetables—came 
into its own for nutritional 
value — and no wonder, when 
a century ago properly cooked 
vegetables simmered for three 
or four hours! 

Perhaps nowhere is the story 
of the hardships and sacrifices 
on the home front better told 
than in Parthenia Hague. A 
Blockaded Family .. . in South 
Alabama during the War 
(1888). While governess for 
Edward Garland, well-to-do 
planter north of Eufaula dur- 
ing the war, she made notes 
from which she later wrote

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SOIL FERTILITY 
AFFECTS ALL 


By: J. R. Speed, County Agent 

Soil fertility in Coffee Coun- 
ty is something that affects 
everyone because a lot of our 
county prosperity is wrapped 
up in soil fertility 

So naturally everyone should 
be interested in our soil fer- 
tility campaign, This campaign 
promotes wise use of fertiliezr 
and lime through soil testing 

Poor soils mean low income 
to farmers because they're un- 
able to produce their crops at 
low Fertile soils mean 
high income to farmers be 
cause they're able to grow high 
acre crop yields at low cost 

The farmers’ family needs 
a car, a new tractor, a refriger 
ator, a television set, radio, 
furniture or other merchan 
dise, but tf is unable to buy 
He made low acre yields be- 
cause he planted his crops on 
infertile soils, or failed to get 
rainfall as needed 

That's an old story but the 
soil fertility part can be chang- 
ed. Soil fertility is not wholly 
the concern of the farmer. It 
is no less the concern of the 
homemaker and on the man 
who works in the office, fac- 
tory or store. In short, it’s your 
concern 

Rich soils can mean more 
cars, better homes, better 
schools, finer churches, more 
jobs, and higher income in 
Coffee County. The soil testing 
program currently underway 
in this county and other coun- 
ties in the wiregrass can have 


cost 


a real meaning for you. It can 
mean more dollars in your 
pocket 


SOIL SAMPLING A FALL JOB 


October is a good month for 
taking soil samples. 

‘There are a number of good 
reasons why this is so,” says 
County Agent J. R. Speed. “For 
one thing, farmers can get a 
prompt report on their soil if 
they get their samples in be- 
fore the big spring rush. An 


early report gives farmers 
time to decide on the grass 


and amount of fertilizer they'll 
need for the 1963 crops. And 
lime needs can be taken care 
of before heavy rains begin in 
the winter 

‘Then, too, it’s easy to get 
over the fields. Trouble spots 
on the fields are still fresh, 
and they can be checked over 
carefully. Finally, soil is in 
good condition for sampling 
so it’s not necessary to pick 
1 time between rains.” 

Farmers sometimes fail to 
have their soil tested because 
they wait until winter or early 
spring to take a soil sample, 
according ot Speed. Then the 
days are short, the soil is wet, 
and the work is put off until 
it is too late

Soil Conservation 
News 


By L. P. Gregory, Jr. 


F. W. English of Elba has 
completed the construction of 
a Wildlife pond on his farm 
near Elba. The pond will be 
used for wildlife production, 
water for livestock, and will 
furnish recreation for the fam- 
ily. This practice was applied 
in cooperation with the Coffee 
County Conservation District 
and the Coffee County ASCS 
Office. Local SCS personnel 
furnished the technical assist- 
ance as to complete the job. 

Mrs. Connie Lou Dismukes 
has completed the construction 
of a water-hole on her farm 
near New Hope. It will be used 
to furnish water for livestock 
on the farm and give better 
distribution of grazing. 

Cecil Nicholson of Brun- 
didge has started construction 
of a Wildlife pond on his 
farm near New Hope. It will 
be used for fish and wildlife 
production and to furnish re- 
creation for the family. 

J. D. Whitman of Elba has 
renovated 25 acres of Bahia 
grass pasture on his farm on 
Taylor Mill Road. The old sod 
of Bahia grass was turned with 
flat-bottom plows. During seed 
bed preparation, 400 lbs. of 
4-12-12 fertilizer per acre was 


applied and disced into the 
land. 
Mr. Whitman planted two 


bushels vf Abruzzi rye and 
three pounds of clover seed 
per acre. White clover was 
used in the combination on 
the low wet land and Ball clov- 
er was used on the upland. 
When the grass is up to a 
good stand, an application of 
150 Ibs. of Ammonium nitrate 
per acre will be made. 

These acres will furnish win- 
ter grazing for the livestock 
on the farm. Next Spring the 
Bahia grass will return and 
continue to furnish grazing for 
the livestock.
